TASKS IN RAILROAD BUlV DINQ 


Two Cnrlonds of Powder In One B!n«t— 


Mile of Track Coats $250,000. 


"Look out! 
Look out! 
It's going 


off!" was the wild cry heard n few 
days nso in Paw Paw, n snmll moun- 
tain encircled West Virginia town, on 
the new line of the Wabash, twenty 
miles east of Cumberland, when the 
ringing of bells and blowing of whis- 
tles gave the warning that in a few 
trimites the button would he pressed 
that would explode 8,000 pounds of 
giant powder In the rocky 
mountain 


side directly opposite and close to the 
town. 


For three days the people of Paw 


Paw had watched men carrying can 
after can of powder into the tunnels 
dug into the face of rocks. 
As the 


number of cans disappearing In the 
mountain side increased the alarm of 
the people grew, nml «ome In terror 
left the town, while those remaining 
filled (heir ears with cotton and waited 
for—they knew Mot what. 


At last, when 325 cans of powder, 


8,125 pounds, had been emptied In the 
arms extending right and left 
from 


the inner ends of the two 45-foot tun- 
nels.wlrcfl laid and the tunnel closed, 
the electric button was pressed. Thero 
was a deep, 
rumbling 
report, 
the 


whole earth seemed to rock as though 
shaken by nn earthquake and tons of 
rock plunged forward and toppled over 
Into the canal and river. 


Not a stone had been thrown a hun- 


dred feet toward the frenxled town, 
but 20,000 yards of rock had been torn 
from the mountain aide and many pre- 
cious days saved the contractors who 
are building tbe "link" connecting the 
Western Maryland Railroad at Cherry 
Run with the West Virginia Central 
Railroad at Cumberland, 
and

Gould's dream of making tho Wabash 
Railroad an ocean to ocean line. 


It was only the proximity of this 


blast to a town that made it particu- 
larly prominent on this railroad 
con- 


struction that is requiring a blast for 
almost every foot of the roadbed; In 
fact it was a small one In comparison 
to some that have been fired. In onu 
blast, In Sidling Hill mountain, the 
charge consisted of 3,400 cans of pow- 
der, Just two carloads, and when it 
was put off rocks weighing half a ton 
were hurled through the air hundreds 
of yards, across the Potomac 
River 


and striking telegraph poles along the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
broKe 


them off close to the ground. 


It is this necessity for almost con- 


tinuous blasting that has done much 
toward making this s/xry-flve 
mile 


strip of railroad construction the most 
expensive of any built In recent years, 
with the slnglo exception of the line 
over which the Wabaah enters Pitts- 
burg. 
The cost of building the first 


five miles from Cumberland averaged 
$250,000 a milo and the average cost 
for yae sixty-five miles is $ 100,000 a 
mile. In building this connecting linkj 
the Wabash has had to contend with 
an unusually large number of obsta- 
cles of a 
surprising 
variety, some 


placed in the way by nature, others by 
man. 


Upon forty miles of this line thero 


are engaged to-day 2,02!) men, 300 ani- 
mals, nine locomotives and nine steam 
shovels. 
For eighteen months 
thero 


has been no cessation of. labor, and It 
i.s hoped that in eight more tlio work 
will be completed.

Marine Insurance is a much older 


system than most folk probably know; 
it dates back to the early 
days of 


Greece and Rome. 
In later times we 


flnd Justin Martyr, In the year 533 A. 
D., decreeing 12 per cent to be tbe 
lawful amount of profit for the Insur- 
ance of goods on land, but 20 per cent 
to marine Insurers, on account of the 
greater risk Involved. The first marine 
Insurance people In this country were 
Germans, the Merchants of the Steel- 
yard, who came to England 
In the 


reign of Edward IV. They are a most 
strange race of men, for they lived to- 
gether In a community like monks, 
and were not allowed to marry or even 
to speak to women. 
The site of their 


old residences Is where Cannon street 
railway station now stands. 
These 


gentry, after a time, were the victims 
of "autl-allen Immigration" laws. They 
waxed so prosperous that the British 
people became Jealous of them, and 
consequently, In 1597, an act of parlia- 
ment was passed ordering all foreign- 
ers to leave the country, on pain of 
heavy penalties. Their place was tak- 
en by Britishers, who formed a Coun- 
cil of Insurance, whose checkered ca- 
reer la full of Interest to lawyers and 
historians, but not of so much attrac- 
tion to ordinary laymen.—Liverpool 
Poat.

UNCLE SAM'S FARM 


Many Munis That Produce Useful Drug* Are Grown on Government 


Ground*—Practical Test Garden, 


Time was when the United States 


raised all, or nearly all of the drags 
used within Its borders. They grew 
in the forests, in the fields, they cum- 
bered the land. 


The early pioneers considered their 


herb and medical gardens of p-itne 
importance, 
but with the develop- 


ment of medicine, and particularly in 
the establishment of the ubiquitous 
drug store, this practice 
fell into 


disuse. There was no need to raise 
your own medical plants. They could 
be obtained much easier and at little 
expense at the apothecary's. 


So medical gardens were abandoned; 


the drug plants, particularly the pois- 
onous ones, growing in the fields were 
rooted out as noxious weeds. 
With 


the disappearance of the forests went 
many more. 


And now the United States, 
once 


so rich in drugs, finds herself in the 
peculiar position of sending 816,000,- 
OOJ abroad each year for what she 
threw away at home. 


Why does such a condition exist? 


Why should not all the drugs we need 
be raised right here at home? 


Government experts are 
busying 


themselves with a practical answer to 
this problem. 


In other words they have started an 


experimental farm near Washington, 
upon which they are trying to deter- 
mine whether or not drug plants cnn 
be grown in America upon a commer- 
cial scale. 


The "poison farm," as it is called 


by facetious neighbors, is situated on 
tbe Potomac flata, just outside the 
city limits of Washington. In a test 
garden, conducted there by Dr. Rod- 
ney T. True, physiologist iu charge 
of drug ai.d medical plants investiga- 
tions of the 
Agricultural 
Depart- 


ment, large plots have been laid out 
for the culture ot opium poppy,night- 
shade, belladonna, 
licorice, capsi- 


cum, caiaway, anise,-coriander, bur- 
dock, dandelion, foxglove, pokeweed, 
mullein, lobelia, tansy, gum plant, 
boneset, flea bane, blessed thistle and 
jinison weed. 


Ofton Classed as Weeds. 


Some of these plants are classed as 


cumbersome-.weeds.and are even now 
uprooted and thrown out of! tbe land, 
although, did agriculturists only real 
ize it, they are very valuable. 


Atone time golden seal,, for in- 


stance, was so.'abundant iu the Bust 
that it was torn up and burned by 
farmers to keep it from overrunning 
their fields. But today it is worth 
75 cents a" pound wholesale in tbe 
market and it is eagerly hunted for 
by drug 
plant 
collectors. 
There 


are scarcely 150,000 pounds collected 
annually in this country and the ac- 
tual demand h BBveral times this 
amount. 


This country imports some 40,000 


pounds of thyme oil, .which is made 
from the ordinary thyme of old New 
England gardens, while great quan- 
tities of the leaves are used for cul- 
in^ry 
purposes. 
The 
. commercial 


growing of thyme on a small scale, 
the Agricultural Department thinks, 
should prove a profitable industry, 
especially?^ a side issue in gardening 


the low price of labor and the usual 
low price of land needed are found 
there. "--Chicago Chronicle.
